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The event that has come to be 
known throughout the indus- 
try as the Brighton Coach 
Rally did not have its origins 
in Brighton at all, it was in 
Clacton on 17 April 1955 that 
the first ever British Coach 
Rally was held. The Conti- 
nentals had been holding ral- 
lies since the early 1950s, but 
only a very few of the most 
intrepid British operators at- 
tended. The opportunity to 
compete on home territory 
was warmly welcomed and 82 
entries set off from starting 
points in Bedford, Cambridge, 
London and Norwich.

Rally moved to Brighton and, 
with only four exceptions, has 
stayed there ever since.

The 
vehicles taking part have 
changed tremendously over 
the last 40 years and there can 
be no doubt that, for many, the 
decision to buy something that 
little bit better has been 
influenced by events. at 
Brighton. 

Looking back at the Clacton 
entries shows how much the 
variety of products on offer to 
UK operators has changed in 
the last four decades. On 
Marine Parade there were 27 
AECs, 22 Bedfords, 9 Ley- 
lands, 6 Commers, 4 
Daimlers, 4 Dennises, 3 
Bristols, 3 Sentinels, a pair of 
Fodens, a Guy and a Rowe. It 
is probable that some of this 
year’s entrants will never 
have heard of the short lived 
Rowe chassis manufacturing 
operation.

ing that, on occasions, the 
Coach of the Year trophy has 
been won by coaches entered 
by overseas operators. This 
happened most recently in 
1983 when the Kassbohrer Se- 
tra S228DT of Ideal Reisen 
won. Two Dutch operators 
from Rotterdam won_ in 
successive years in Van Hool 
bodied Fiats, Broere Touring 
in 1976 and Koopmans in 
1977. Previously, another 
Dutch company, Firma Beuk, 
had carried off the Overall 
Winner title in 1960 with a 
Roset bodied Scania Vabis. 

In the mid 1970s a trade ex- 
hibition was arranged concur- 
rently with the Rally, though 
there had previously been 
very considerable trade sup- 
port in the form of manufac- 
turer sponsored dinners and 
prizes.

Bibby’s of Ingleton 


Dales Dominance 


In the history of both the 
Brighton and Blackpool coach 
rallies no company has 
figured more prominently on 
the roll of honour for the 
Coach Driver of the Year title 
than Bibby’s Coaches of Ingle- 
ton. Peter Bibby won in 1977, 
1978, 1980 and again in 1993, 
while Malcolm Stephenson 
collected the trophy in both 
1986 and 1988. Both have also 
won many times at Blackpool. 
Stuart Jones visited them at 
their modern purpose built 
premises in the North York- 
shire Dales where it isn’t only 
the many rally trophies that 
gleam. 

All Bibby’s’ coaches are 
painted in the distinctive fleet 
livery which includes a wealth 
of detailed signwriting, often 
set off by additional chrome 
plating. You won't-see a dirty 
coach in the yard at Ingleton 
either, '| like them cleaned, 
dieseled, oiled and ready to 
roll at all times,’ said Peter. 

His grandfather Clem Bibby 
started the coaching business 
in 1958 having previously run 
lorries, though the family had 
run lorry based charabancs in 
the 1930s. His father, Fred, 
took over when Clem died in 
1962, and Peter took control 
when Fred died at the age of 
only 53 in 1983. For years the 
business operated from Meal- 
bank Garage, part of an old 
station yard with a bricked up 
tunnel serving as the garage. 
A move to a new one acre site 
with purpose built three bay 
workshop and a modern office 
suite was completed in Febru- 
ary 1991. Responsibilities are 
shared out among the 
directors with Malcolm look- 
ing after the servicing and 
maintenance, Peter control- 
ling operations and his sister, 
Sheila Holcroft, in the role of 
office manager. 

The fleet stands at 15 full 
size coaches, including one 
on lease for the season, and 
four minibuses. It’s a far cry

from the seven Fords and 
three minibuses the company 
ran in 1981. The intervening 
period has seen many 
changes in the fleet and the 
work undertaken as Peter, 
Malcolm and their team have 
applied the same single min- 
dedness that brings them rally 
success to the very much 
more serious business of 
developing the company. 


School contracts have al- 
ways formed an important 
part of Bibby’s workload, but 
as competition for them has 
grown and the prices have 
dropped, other more lucrative 
work has been developed to 
ensure that the company is 
less reliant on income from 
this source. Nine school con- 
tracts are operated at present, 
less than was once the case 
and at rates which are consi- 
derably reduced. 


Peter is philosophical about 
the change. 'In one way it was 
a good thing, it gave us a kick’ 
he said, You can get tunnel 
vision and become compla- 
cent. It coincided with moving 
here. We now do much more 
of our own work, it’s easier to 
sell to the public from the new 
site. We started doing thea- 
tres, concerts and shows. We 
probably turn over as much 
money on a theatre trip to 
Manchester as we do in a 
week of operating a school 
contract. We can be in to Man- 
chester every other day with 
theatres, shopping trips, Gra- 
nada Studio tours and the like. 
Manchester is much more 
popular than Blackpool, al- 
though doing away with Water 
Street coach park goes

against the grain.’ 

Although Ingleton is located 
in picturesque countryside 
near to the impressive peaks 
of Ingleborough and Whern- 
side, itis also very well placed 
for coaching. Only 12 miles 
from the M6 going north and 
15 miles from it going south, 
Bibby’s Coaches can be in the 
Scottish Borders in an hour 
and a half, the Midlands in 
three hours, Llandudno in two 
and a half hours, Newcastle in 
two hours and Leeds, Brad- 
ford, Manchester or Blackpool 
in between 75 and 90 minutes 
after the pick-ups have been 
completed. 

Private hire remains a con- 
siderable proportion of the 
workload, with all kinds of 
groups carried. Because the 
area is so sparsely populated, 
it is necessary to travel to ob- 
tain the work. It is not unusual 
for a coach to cover 50 miles 
to pick up a party, and further 
for tour company work. 


Excursions 


An extensive excursion pro- 
gramme is operated and this 
demonstrates how much pas- 
senger requirements have al- 
tered in the past decade. 
Peter commented, ‘It’s very 
specialist now, you can’t just 
take people to Blackpool and 
pick them up at six o'clock, 
that’s finished, they want to 
learn something now. They 
want a progressive excursion 
that doesn’t come back the 
same way.’ Coffee stops are 
also important, he has found. 
‘That way they feel they are 
doing a lot,’ said Peter, "You 
can charge more too. It’s good 
work because you can plan it 
in to your diary. We do one 
every Sunday from mid Febru- 
ary to Christmas, and a couple 
more mid-week.’ 

The changing requirements 
of the excursion market do 
require a considerable 
amount of additional planning, 
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something he has been train- 
ing his son Christopher to 
help with. "You haven't got to 
be afraid of going off the main 
routes and down a few back 
roads. Passengers like to 
have things pointed out, they 
don’t want talk all the time, but 
you do have to keep in touch 
with the party. We try to do 
something different, but you’- 
ve got to work at it, you can’t 
just not research it and send 
someone who doesn’t know 
what they’re doing, or the pas- 
sengers won't come back.’ 

‘We've been doing it since 
1959 when we had to apply for 
licences to each new destina- 
tion. You get a_ following, 
some people come once a 
week instead of taking an an- 
nual holiday. It takes a long 
time to build up excursions, it 
can take 10 or 15 years, it’s not 
something you can do over- 
night,’ said Peter, who added, 
We like to do fairly long ex- 
cursions. We’re doing one to 
the Isle of Arran in June. 
We're charging £17.00 includ- 
ing ferry and it’s full.’ 


Tours 


Apart from the excursions 
and private hire, Bibby’s gen- 
erate their own work in the 
form of a short break pro- 
gramme on which Paris and 
London weekends are particu- 
larly popular, and a UK and 
continental tour programme. 
With around ten departures 
annually the tour programme 
is small and represents only a 
limited percentage of the total 
amount of touring performed 
by the fleet, the bulk being 
accounted for by tour compa- 
ny work. 

Bibby’s newest coach, a 
Van Hool Alizee bodied DAF 
SB2700 with 49 seat touring 
specification is employed on 
the company’s own tours. 
People booking holidays or 
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Malcolm piloting a Plaxton Tiger at Blackpool. 


enquiring about them are in- 
vited to come and see the 
coach and choose their seat. 
This has proved a positive sel- 
ling point as it helps to put 
customers at their ease. Peter 
commented, ‘On the phone, 
everyone wants to sit at the 
front, but when they come and 
look, they are far more likely 
to want to sit in the middle or 
at the rear. Older folks can 
have a lot of time on their 
hands in winter and like to 
spend some of it coming here 
to have a look at the coach.’ 
Another promotional tool tried 
recently has been radio ad- 
vertising. 

The coaches are regularly 
to be seen carrying boards for 
SunWin Tours, the travel divi- 
sion of the Yorkshire Co-op, 
for whom Bibby’s’ have 
worked for 20 years, David 
Urghart Travel, Newmarket, 
and Galloway. Peter finds that 
because Galloway run 
coaches themselves and un- 
derstand both sides of the 
business, they are particularly 
good to work for. He finds an 
advantage of working for tour 
companies is that it reduces 
the amount of paperwork and 
administration required,

something that might other- 
wise be very daunting for a 
fleet of Bibby’s size. The com- 
pany has never experienced 
any problems being paid by 
tour companies. 

Bibby’s enjoy good relation- 
ships with the tour companies 
for which they operate but 
Peter is concerned about 
some more general trends wi- 
thin the business. He com- 
mented, ‘Tour companies are 
all wanting higher standards 
and not wanting to pay any 
more for it. It can only go on 
for so long. | can tell from the 
enquiries we get that tour 
companies are finding it more 
difficult to get vehicles. They 
are expanding their brochures 
but operators aren’t expand- 
ing their fleets. | think there’s 
going to be a shortage of de- 
cent coaches with decent 
drivers, especially at peak 
times. People aren’t investing 
and fleets are slipping back. A 
lot of operators are retiring 
and new ones can only start 
with older tackle, you don’t get 
a lot for £30,000 these days.’ 


Although Bibby’s is 
overwhelmingly now a touring 
and private hire operation, 
one workers contract is still 
operated and there is also one 
contracted minibus’ service 
linking Ingleton and Settle

operation are fundamentally 
incompatible. ‘On average 
we've perhaps three days a 
year with nothing out, usually 
in January, otherwise we've 
always plenty on. We've a 
good name and we’ve been 
going a long while,’ he said. 


On top of their other respon- 
sibilities, both Peter and Mal- 
colm still like to drive when 
they can. ‘If you stay in the 
office you don’t learn much, 
you don’t see what’s going on. 
If you don’t go out you don’t 
get the contact with the 
customers. A lot still want me 
to drive but it’s not always 
possible,’ said Peter. 

Last year’s Brighton rally 
showed that Peter has lost 
none of his driving prowess 
despite the fact that he spends 
less time behind the wheel. 
He first went to a rally back in 
the mid 1960s as a spectator 
and recalled, ‘There were a 
lot more motors then.’ He 
used to watch Peter Bostock 
and think, ’| could do that.’ 
Peter said of him, He was a 
good rally driver, consistent, 
he always seemed to do a 
smooth run.’ 

Peter first entered in 1973 
driving a Plaxton bodied Bed- 
ford SB, and before long he 
was also entering at Brighton. 
‘In the 1970s and 1980s, when 
you went down to Brighton 
after Blackpool the motors al- 
ways seemed so much more 
impressive,’ said Peter. 

Although participating in 
the rally is primarily some- 
thing to be enjoyed, it is also 
something that he takes very 
seriously. ’| never drink alco- 
hol on the rally weekend, you’- 
ve got to keep a clear head, 
and | always have an early 
Saturday night. | never go out 
on the town, you can do that 
any night but you only get one 
crack a year at the title.’ 

"At Brighton you've got to 
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go clear to win, you’ve got to 
be spot on. You’re better to go 
a bit slower and be clear - but 
going slow you can still make 
a mistake. You’ve got to be 
single minded, study the 
course and walk it. | like to go 
and sit on my own on the Sun- 
day afternoon and get myself 
ready in my mind. | draw it out 
and do bits of diagrams. | like 
to have a _ high running 
number so | can hang back 
and have a walk up and watch 
a few to get the hang of it. | 
think its fatal to have a low 
number, although Terry Shaw 
used to have number two ev- 
ery time. It’s a good feeling 
when they come and put those 
flowers on.’ 

‘lf | hadn’t entered rallies | 
wouldn’t know so- many 
people, if | ever get a problem 
at a resort | can always get 
help. It’s been good publicity, | 
get a lot of business through 
it, both local and not so local.’ 
Peter didn’t enjoy the rallies 
at Southampton and_ is 
pleased with the return to 
Brighton. His arch rival there 
has always been Dudley Hay- 
nes of Banstead Coaches who 
sent him a congratulatory fax 
after last year’s success pro- 
mising a tough competition in 
1994. 


Vehicles 


Since their early entries in 
Bedford SBs, Peter and Mal- 
colm have driven Fords, Ley- 
land Tigers, Bedford YNTs, 
Volvo B10Ms and most rec- 
ently DAF SB3000s, as the 
make up of the fleet has 
changed. 

’We have always bought 
from Stanley Hughes and Hu- 
ghes DAF,’ said Peter, When 
they went from Ford to 
Leyland/Volvo we changed, 
and when they went DAF we 
changed to DAF. It is basically 
because we get good 


customer service and they'll 
always help us_ out.

seem to be more clued in to 
the coaching side.’ Six of the 
full size fleet are DAFs and 
there are five Leylands, an 
AEC Reliance, a Ford and a 
Volvo B10M. Another reason 
for liking DAFs and Leylands 
is the daily delivery service 
from Lancashire Leyland DAF 
at Preston. Peter commented, 
‘They're the best parts deliv- 
ery service we’ve ever dealt 
with. Out in the sticks here, 
Volvo only deliver once a 
week, so you have to get your 
bits yourself.’ 

He likes the DAFs for a 
variety of reasons, among 
them the rear engine concept 
which makes loading and un- 
loading luggage easier and 
also simplifies servicing. 
Peter praised them for, ’ex- 
ceptional tyre life, both front 
and rear,’ and also claimed 
that the brakes and steering 
were, ‘excellent.’ 

The Leyland Tigers are 
popular too. ‘They are good 
bread and butter motors, 
better than B10Ms because 
they have a simpler chassis 
and a better ride,’ said Peter, 
‘We've always had _ speed 
limiters fitted and they’ve still 
got the original engines after 
around 400,000 miles.’ 

The company has _ never 
liked to have a split fleet pre- 
ferring to be able to send any 
coach out on a private hire. 
During the 1980s it was Pe-

ter’s ambition to have an all 
Plaxton Paramount fleet and 
this was achieved in 1990. Un- 
fortunately, with councils 
wanting standards lowering 
and the prices with them, this 
became unsustainable and 
three late Bedford YNT Para- 
mounts were sold. The money 
went into the Building Society 
and a Ford, an AEC and a DAF 
MB200 were bought for less 
than the price of one Bedford. 
‘They’re quite good enough 
for schools but you’re limited 
to what you can do at wee- 
kends with the Ford and the 
AEC,’ said Peter. 

Bibby’s have traditionally 
been very pro-Plaxton but 
their latest acquisition has a 
Van Hool body because the 
DAF/Plaxton combination is 
not currently available. ‘I 
didn’t want a Van Hool but | 
did want a DAF,’ said Peter. 
‘I’m not disappointed in the 
Van Hool, there’s nothing 
wrong with it, but it goes 
against the grain. | was born 
in Yorkshire and I’d have liked 
a Yorkshire product. We’ve 
made our money with Plax- 
tons and | can’t say anything 
against them.’ 

The company policy is to 
buy new and look after 
coaches. All but two of the 
fleet are owned outright. 
Though Peter normally only 


likes to have one vehicle on 
finance, there are two being 
acquired in this way at pres- 
ent. "The only way to make 
money is to own vehicles,’ he 
said, adding, ‘We are more 
than ever geared to looking 
after our assets. Prices are 
hardening, no-one’s’ buying 
new, it’s a false economy to 
just put miles on them.’ 

Turnover has risen by 500% 
since 1981 though there are 
very few additional staff and 
the fleet has only doubled in 
size. Peter still sees the 
coaching business as a very 
delicate balancing act. ‘You 
have to be careful what you’re 
doing,’ he said, ’There’s lots 
of work about, but if you over- 
extend you can fall on your 
face. You can’t just sit back 
and not do anything, you’ve 
got to take a risk or two, but 
it's a fine line nowadays. In 
1990 and 1991 we didn’t buy 
coaches because we bought 
this place, but in hindsight we 
should have done because we 
slipped back a bit.’ 

That Bibby’s have high 
standards is clear from the 
presentation of the fleet. Dedi- 
cation to being the best has 
served the company well and 
enabled it to grow at a time 
when many operators have 
contracted or disappeared. 
When | visited Ingleton Peter 
had just received all the 
paperwork for the Ruby Coach 
Rally and was starting to stu- 
dy it. Bibby’s determination to 
see the business thrive has 
paid dividends. You can be 
sure they will be putting a 
similar level of commitment 
into retaining the Coach 
Driver of the Year title, which 
means that it will take a very 
good driver to wrest the 
award from their grasp on 
Madeira Drive this year.

Vehicle Preview 


Volvo low-floor Concept 
Bus enters service 


With interest in ultra low 
floor buses for urban use 
growing, it is perhaps 
surprising, given its share 
of the overall UK market, 
that Volvo has hitherto not 
offered a product in this 
sector. A vehicle that has 
entered trial service with 
Mainline in Sheffield during 
the last week suggests that 
this is about to change. 

While acknowledging the 
existence of what they refer to 
as a 'Concept Bus,’ staff at 
Warwick have been reluctant 
to give too much away about 
the vehicle. Volvo Bus Ltd’s 
managing director, Sandy 
Glennie would only say, ‘One 
would expect us to be, and in- 
deed we are determined to be 
at the forefront of bus design, 
and this particular exercise 
takes us one step further than 
most of our competitors: to en- 
sure that our concepts match 
the demands posed by intens- 
ive in-service operation, we 
are taking the unusual step of 
putting this vehicle through its 
paces with Mainline for up to 
12 months. Given that the res- 
ults meet our expectations 
then a further announcement 
can be expected later this 
year.’ 

The only other details forth- 
coming have been that the 
single decker bodywork was 
built by Saffle in Sweden and 
has a number of advanced de- 
sign features likely to be in- 
corporated into future bus mo- 
dels. The vehicle has defin- 
itely been designed for UK 
use as it features the offside 
emergency exit door which is 
a UK requirement, though the 
specification did seem heavily 
influenced by Scandinavian 
practice. This was particularly 
evident in the area of the dri- 
ver’s cab which was larger 
than is normal in the UK and 
would obstruct the through- 
flow of passengers in a single 
entrance bus. There have 
been rumours that the tech- 
nical team at Farington has 
been working on a low floor 
bus chassis for some time, 
and it may be that this vehicle 


represents the fruit of their ef- 
forts. 

From a brief look at the bus 
a number of other conclusions 
can be drawn. It is rear 
engined using a version of 
Volvo’s popular horizontal 9.6 
litte design. With most 
operators interested in low 
floor vehicles keen to stress 
the environmental advant- 
ages of the bus, one would ex- 
pect the engine used to be the 
low emission THD103 with 
electronic diesel control 
(EDC). Volvo practice would 
normally be to fit a ZF 5HP500 
automatic transmission, 
though a three or four speed

Voith automatic unit is another 
possibility. 


Low-floor 
throughout 


With a low floor throughout 
the saloon to ahead of the 
engine and transmission at 
the rear, the vehicle is a full 
low floor rather than a com- 
promise design, as most of 
the few low floor buses to 
enter service in the UK to date 
have been. From the location 
of the fuel filler cap, it seems 
that one innovation is the 
location of the fuel tank over 
and ahead of the offside front 
wheelarch, which overcomes 
the need to stow it below the 
floor. 

The Mainline bus is a dual 
door vehicle, though one 
would expect continental 
operators to require a three 
door option, albeit with the 
doors on the opposite side of 
the bus. Seats are cantile- 
vered from the sides of the 
vehicle with a rigid stanchion 
from the top of the aisle side of 
the seat to the roof. Presu- 
mably this helps to add 
strength to the vehicle struc- 
ture, as most low floor de- 
signs seen to date rely heavily 
on the body for their integrity. 
Double glazed windows 
bonded to the structure will 
add further strength. Surpris- 


ingly even the door glasses on 
the Concept Bus were double 
glazed. 


Whether such a_ system 
would be standard has not 
been revealed, but the interior 
featured an overhead destina- 
tion display system which ap- 
peared to be capable of pro- 
viding real-time passenger in- 
formation. 


Saffle 


Saffle is a Swedish coach- 
builder which is owned by 
Volvo. It first launched its 
System 2000 body construc- 
tion system in 1991 and has 
since built over 1,000 buses 
using it, including a consider- 
able number of articulated 
Volvos for Stockholm. The 
system has patented extru- 
sions for the main pillar and 
rail sections. External panel- 
ling is by means of a series of 
interlocking extruded planks 
which are chromated for addi- 
tional corrosion resistance. It 
appears that a new version of 
System 2000 has been deve- 
loped for the Concept Bus as 
the cantrail is deeper than on 
earlier Saffle models. Volvo 
has previously licenced body 
manufacturers to produce de- 
signs developed by its body- 
building subsidiaries, so it 
may well be that the Saffle low 
floor design will be produced 
by UK manufacturers, with 
Alexander a likely candidate. 

No doubt the many gaps in 
the available information on 
this new vehicle will be filled 
in over the coming months. 
Senior Volvo personnel have 
intimated on previous occa- 
sions their belief that an ultra 
low floor vehicle has to be 
priced commercially in order 
to attract buyers. If this new 
vehicle is to be Volvo’s entry 
into the low floor market and it 
is competitively priced, it can 
only add to the likelihood that 
low floor buses will begin to 
enter service in meaningful, 
rather than token, numbers.

Optare has widened the operators choice and its own market 


Optare has revealed details 
of its new Sigma single deck 
city bus which is based on the 
Dennis Lance chassis. The 
Sigma marks the start of Opta- 
re’s promised range expan- 
sion, following the demise of 
the United Bus group and Op- 
tare’s need to diversify on 
chassis other than DAF. 

As could be expected the 
Sigma bears a strong family 
resemblance to its Delta and 
Vecta stablemates and is con- 
structed using the same Alu- 
suisse framing technique. The 
bus is due for official launch 
later this month and will be 
seen in the colours of its new 
owner. Orders placed for the 
Sigma now will be ready for 
delivery from September. 

With so much interest being 
shown in guided bus systems 
around the country, Optare 
has included a guide wheel 
facility into the design and this 
can be fitted as an option. It 
has a seating capacity of 51 or 
47 if a luggage pen is speci- 
fied and a maximum of 24 
standee passengers can be 
accommodated. Seating is 
mounted on floor tracking to 
allow infinitely variable ar- 
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rangements and the body can 
be supplied with centre near- 
side doors if required. Centre 
offside doors are also an op- 
tion for use by operators on 
airport tarmac transfer ser- 
vices and car parking shuttle 
duties. 

The body structure includes 
both full length waist and cant 
rails plus a one-piece roof 
panel which is bonded in posi- 
tion. Front and rear faces are 
of modular construction from 
GRP and three-piece bumpers 
are employed. Lower skirt pa- 
nels are easily removed for 
quickness of repair or repla- 
cement. The side and rear 
windows come with tinted 
glass and the double curva- 
ture front windscreen is lami- 
nated. Sliding sections are in- 
corporated into the driver’s 
signalling window. 

The Lance chassis _ is 
powered by a Cummins C ser- 
ies engine which develops 211 
bhp at 2400 rpm and meets 
Euro 1 requirements. Options 
include a compressor drive 
for air conditioning units and 
stainless steel exhaust 
systems. The standard 
vehicle will be supplied with a 


ZF 4HP500 automatic tran- 
smission with integral re- 
tarder but the five speed ZF 
5HP500 can also be specified. 
Kneeling suspension is also 
available as are anti-lock 
braking, automatic chassis 
lubrication systems,  addi- 
tional 56 gallon fuel tanks, 
jacking points, spare wheels 
and tyres and tachographs.
